Pedeatrianism as it Used to Be.

Foster Powell, the celebrated pedestrign, was
born in Bpgland io 1704, Tn 1764 he undertook
to walk Bity miles 1o seven bours, which ho
asccomplished in tloe, The firet ten wmiles ha
walked In one hour, although he was encums-
bered with g great-coal and leather breeches,
He visited seyeral parts of Switgerland and

Fraoce, and ga'ned moch lame by his !wl:-s-
| triun feats. 1o 1773 he walked from London to
York and back, s distance of four nandred
miles, In fivegdays and elghteen hoors, Tuois
wans bis frst mateh for n wager, A few years
later he atlempted to run fwo miles lu ten
| minutes, but lost the wager by half a minute,
In 1786 he walkea one hundred miles in
twenty-ihree and three-fourths bourd. The

next year he walked from Caunteibury to lon-
don Brioge nod back 1o twenty-four hours, the
distance beitg one hundred und fwelve miles,
When filty-eight years old he repeated hie
Journey to York snd buack in five days and fif-
teen hours, On bis return he was suluted with
the Toud huzzss of the astonished and anxious
speciators. In the same year he walked tor a
bet of tweniy guineas six miles 1o fity-ive
minutes, At anotber time bhe walked one mile
in nipe minutes and {wenty-three seconds. In
percon bie wag tall and thin, about five fect nine
iehes high, very strong dowuwards, He died
in 1793, His complexion was sallow. Ile was
always pootr, never caring for money. His fune-
ral was churncterized as a walking one, He was
followed to the grave by twenty persons on fool
axd jo black gowns,
